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WEAK IRAN 
ORIENTAL intrigue, which is another 
name for political and personal interfer­ 
ence^ is without doubt in large degree re­ 
sponsible for Iran's cancellation of the con­ 
tract with top American engineering man­ 
agement firms to improve and modernize 
the economic' life of that Middle Eastern 
land. In view of the enormous strategic im­ 
portance of oil-rich Iran, with its access 
to the Persian Gulf, this is discouraging 
news. 
Enlightened opinion in Iran, under t h e 
leadership of Shah Mohammed Reza Pah- 
lavi, sought under American professional 
guidance to improve health, sanitation, 
com rn u n i ca t ions, manufacturing, agricul­ 
ture, power and other facilities. Iran is a 
backward state. To correct its inertia, ll 
American engineering firms made exhaus­ 
tive studies and came ujyvith a seven-year 
plan of development, on which Anglo-Iran- 
ian oil royalties, amounting to about $45,- 
000,000 per annum, were to be spent. 
Max Thornburg, vice president of Over­ 
seas Consultants, Inc., as the American 
group is called, asserts at Tehran that the 
economic plan was “doomed from the start 
by Persian political interference.'* When a 
professional soldier of high 
reputation, 
Gen. Razmara, Iranian chief of staff, be­ 
cam e Prime Minister, it was hoped that 
interference would cease. The Premier 
tried his hand at drastic measures w i t h 
negative results. 
Dism issal of American engineering ad­ 
visers does not mean that their develop­ 
ment plan will be abandoned, but if prog­ 
ress could not be made under their man­ 
agement, it is improbable that coherent 
work will be done without them. The first 
project, under President Truman’s “Point 
Four” program is also being undertaken in 
Iran, in the fields of agriculture, health and 
education. American equipment is being 
sent there, and the Export-Import Bank 
has granted a loan of $25,000,000. 
Tehran newspapers charge widespread 
graft in the handling of Iranian planning 
funds. In the absence of modern account­ 
ing methods, Mr. Thornburg asserts that 
none knew whnt 
being done with the 
allotted sums. Meanwhile, Soviet broad­ 
casters along Iran’s common frontier of 
1,500 mites with Russia fan agitation and 
discontent. In the defense of the free world 
against Communist imperialism, Iran is 
one of the weakest spots. 


Altogether, between July I, 1945, and 
Ju n e JO, 1950, the A m erican ta x p a y e r ex­ 
pended, after taking rep ay m en ts into a c ­ 
count, close to $26 billion in foreign aid. 
j Thk>> am o u n ts to about $172 for e ac h m an, 
w om an and child in the United States. 
Of the $26 billion. Great Britain received 
$5.9 bill ion; France, $3.7 billion; Germany, 
$2.9 billion; Italy, $1.9 billion. 
During this five-year period, China re- 
| ceived $1.7 billion. Regarding this figure, 
it would be interesting to see a breakdown 
as to precisely what China received. For 
instance, Greece and Turkey were charged 
nominal prices for exactly the same kind 
of military supplies for which we charged 
I China replacement prices. At any rate, that 
is what the figures seem to look like. It 
would be beneficial all around if s o m e 
congressional committee went into t h i s 
question in detail to discover precisely how 
this figure was reached. 
Korea is an attractive case in point. Dur­ 
ing this five-year period, Korea received 
$300 million, which is the amount that all 
the American republics put together re­ 
ceived from us. 
The entire subject of foreign ald needs to 
be studied closely to see how the money 
was spent, what our bookkeeping proced­ 
ure is. For instance, if we charge China 
j one price for an airplane and Great Britain 
another price, the aid is of different value. 
Most of the aid was given in the form of 
commodities rather than money. Most of it 
was really commercial credits. 
I 
Of the $26 billion spent In this way, the 
ERP countries received $19 billion. It 
would again be interesting to have that fig­ 
ure analyzed by a body that could sub­ 
poena the books of ECA. For whereas no 
one questions the integrity of Paul Hoff­ 
man or his associates in ECA, the policies 
pursued would make a tremendous differ­ 
ence. 
Let me put it this way: These figures do 
not include any aid to Soviet Russia, and 
the assumption must be that none was giv­ 
en by the United States. However, Great 
Britain has been doing a roaring business 
with Russia and the satellite countries. 
To what extent have American credits to 
Great Britain made it possible for the Brit­ 
ish to engage in this trade? Is it not pos­ 
sible that by this indirect means the Brit­ 
ish actually released American credits to 
our enemy, Russia? 
We know from Korean references that 
the Russians and Chinese Communists sup­ 
plied the North Koreans with munitions of 
American origin. If we have been supply­ 
ing neither the Russians nor the Soviet Chi­ 
nese, nor giving them credits to buy here, 
where did they get the stuff0 It could not 
have been done by American merchants 
and American Steamship Lines, some of 
which raft the Nationalist blockade. An 
analysis of Hong Kong business with So­ 
viet China and with other ^nti-American 
groups would not surprise the old-C h i n a 
hand, but it should startle the admirers of

DIET AND HEALTH 


F a c t s A b o u t H i g h B l o o d P r e s s u r e 


By HIRMAN N. BUNDESEN, M D. 
THOUGH high blood pressure 
has been found in connection 
with as many as 60 different con­ 
ditions, its primary canst? is still 
unknown. It may well be that 
when we learn the full story of 
this disorder, which today forms 
our most pressing medical prob­ 
lem, we shall find that It is pro­ 
duced not by one factor, but by 
many. 
Certain casee of high blood 
pressure are undoubtedly due to 
kidney disturbances, but beyond 
that we know Uttie of its cause. 
As always where the cause of a 
disease remains unknown, treat­ 
ment 
la often 
unsatisfactory. 
Nonetheless, with diet, drugs, sur­ 
gery, and wise adjustment of ilia 
patient’s mental and emotional 
outlook, much can be done to 
bring about improvement. 
Ideas Have Changed 
Our Ideas of diet in high blood 
pressure have changed consider­ 
ably of late. Years ago, patients 
with high blood pressure we re 
advised not to use red meats and 
to curtail the amount of all meats 
which they consumed. There is 
no evidence that such treatment 
is of any value. In fact, the cut­ 
ting down of the proteins, par­ 
ticularly those from meat, may 
weaken the patient generally, 
without doing his high blo*Kl 
pressure any good. 
If a person is overweight, he 
should, of course, reduce. The 
limitation of salt ha the diet doe* 
seem to be of value. Otherwise, 
the patient should eat a well­ 
balanced diet supplying all the 
necessary food parts. Hr should 
be cautioned, however, not lo 
take an excessive amount of foo i. 
Insofar as drugs are concerned, 
sedatives, such as the barbitur­ 
ates, are helpful. Drugs which 


relax or dilate the blood vessels 
also may be of benefit. Certain 
drugs, such as tetraethylammon- 
ium chloride, block the nerves 
which, in turn, scop the narrow- 
j inic of the blood vessels In occa­ 
sional cases, such treatment may 
j also be found useful. 
Cutting the Nerves 
■ 
As far as surgery is concerned, 
; operations for cutting the nerves 
, to ihe blood vessels are performed 
1 and bring about decreases In the 
I blood pressure for a period of 
i years in some cases. Such treat­ 
ment is not successful In all pa­ 
tients, and a thorough study is 
needed in every instance before 
operation Is carried out, to de­ 
termine whether or not there is 
a possibility of its being of help. 
Dr. Jame* H. Hutton of Chicago 
believes that there may be some 
relation between high blood pres­ 
sure and disturbances of the 
glands of internal secretion. *x- 
ce .vs i va secretion from the pitui­ 
tary. located at t^ie base of the 
brain, is accompanied by high 
blood pressure. The same is true 
of excessive secretion from the 
thyroid gland Dr. Hutton thinks 
that X-ray teatments over the 
pituitary 
and 
adrenal 
glands 
mr y result in reduction of blood 
pressure in many patients.
